Brute Language. 
[From Turf, Ficld and Farm.) 


Brutes are not the dull plodding creatures 
that many credit them |with being. It seems 


clear that they have a language by which 


they hold intercourse with each other, and 
there is no doubt but what they reason to a 
It is not all blind 
instivet with them. Almost any one of us 
can recall more than one incident ia proof of 
this. In his article on ‘The Language of 
Brutes,’’ in Old and New,.Mr. Leonard A. 


Jones records @ number of amusing and 


striking incidents, showing that a high order 


of intelligence guides the animal world. 


Towards the close of the article, his philoso- 
phy, or rather speculation, runs in this vein: 
**Whetber brutes succeed any better in un- 
Gerstanding what we say to them than they 
doin communicating their desires and senti- 
ments to us, it would be difficult to determine. 
For the most part they address us, and reply 
to what we may say to make out something 
of their meaning when they address us with 
their voices; and so also some of the higher 


animals quite readily understand what wesay 


to them when we speak of matters which the 
feel particularly interested in. It is not wort! 
while for us to talk of political questions to 
our dog, or to say avything to him ofa trans- 
cendental oature ; for although he is very 
clever fellow, he would pay very little atten- 
tion to what we might say, and, in tact, 
would not understand a word of it at all. 
But we speak to him about the dinner, or 
about going to the woods with us to hunt 
squirrels, and be very emphatically signifies 
to us that he understands well what we are 
saying. He basa practical mind, and will 
have nothing te do with any of the sciences ; 
and of all the arts, be errs only for that of 
ivng well and enjoying bimself.”” Mr 
Jonas might buve pointed to a stronger illus- 
tration. The well-trained setter or pointer 
plainly demonstrates that he understands she 
language ot bis master. He obeys bis voice, 
doing things that be could not possibly do 
were he ignorant of the meaning of the words. 
You also can arrange a set of signals by 
which to control him, and the Janguage of 
signals we regard full as difficult as the lan- 
guage of sounds, Again we quote: “It is 
quite likely that the dog catches the meaning 
of what is said to him’somewhat from the 
expression of the speaker's tace, or from the 
tone in which the words are spoken. When 
we speak to our dog we see him watch our 
countenance with the utmost earnestness, ap- 
parently for the purpose of discovering our 
meaning ; snd, without speaking to him at 
ail, we see that he comprehends very often 
the meaoing of the very slightest and simplest 
modifications of the human face. There is 
every reason to apprehend that the dog, as 
well as most animals of the higher orders, 
intively understand something of the meaning 
of all the natural i we empley—our mo- 
tious, gestures and looks—just as they under- 
stand them when they are employed by their 
own species. Still itis evident enough that 
they do attach some definite meaning to 
particular words. The horse and the ox 
understand what the driver says to them; 
the shepherd makes himself understood by 
by his sheep; and Bougeant declares that the 
cows understand all the milkmaid says§ when 
she talks to them,’ Bougeant speaks extra- 
vagantly, but it must be admitted that the 
horse, the cow and the dog each understand 
the talk of one who is with them much. They 
may not be able to distinguish between pure 
English and bad English, but certainly the 
words strike a sympathetic chord and call up 
a flash of intelligence. The brute language 
is largely language of signs, they learn 
quickly to learn the human face. But we 
also reach their understandings through the 
ear. The blind horse owned by Dan Rice, 
and who did many difficult things at the 
simple biddiog of his master’s voice, was a 
remarkable living example of the truth of 
this principle.

An Inoperative Railroad. 


The condition of the Union Pacific Railroad 
for some time past bas hed the effect of 
seriously complicating business matters in 
this city. It is stated that for five hundred 
miles the road is blocked by snow, which 
baving been melted and frozen again, bas 
become so bard as to resist all efforts to dis- 
place it by ordinary means, and the blockade 
is therefore likely to continue for several 
weeks to come. Meanwhile many of our 
merchasts have suffered severely, owing to 
the delay ia the delivery of their goods, some 
of which, intended for holiday trade, will be 
comparatively useless when received ; while 
ia other cases, the articles being of a peri- 
sbable nature, bave been entirely destroyed. 
Anotber evil still more serious has arisen, 
owing to this delay. Large amounts of 
treasure are consiantly going forward by 
railroad, both through the mail and by pri- 
vate shipment, and all of this is | up 
and unvailable in the East, causing more or 
less embarrassment in fioancial circles. It 
is apprebeaded that the rate of exchange and 
of telegraphic transfers will be seriously 
effected, should this state of things continue 
for any length of time. 

One convict.on ig forced upon us by these 
events; if the Union Pacific cannot be kept 
open, we must bave another road threugh a 
more temperate region with as little delay as 
possible ; and thet this road cannot be kept 
open would appear from the fact that, 
although the company bave had ample time 
for preparation and a thorough knowledge of 
what would be required of them, they are 
thus found wanting at « most critical period. 
We trust the blockade will soon be removed 
so as to allow a resum of’ traffic, but

Tones, the Escaped 
The Virginia Enterprise of December. 19th 
bas the following correspondence, dated 
Bishop creek, December 12th, giving ao 
account of one of the mest desperate Sghi¢ 
which hasever occurred on the Pacific coast : 
“There hes been another terrible fight 
with one of the escaped State Prison convicts 
The particulars ure as follows: Francis F. 
Armistead, the man who wrs one of the fore- 
most in the taking of Roberts, Morten and 
Black, found the track of Charley Jones 
abeut fifty miles from the head of Long Val- 
ley on the head ef the San Joaquin river, and 
trailed him to my sheep camp, where he was 
stepping. Armistead had some talk with 
Jones, telling him he wanted s man to drive 
horses to Arizona. Jones hired to him for 
the trip, and thus matters rested till morning. 
In the morning Armistead told me what was 
up, and said he expected to have h—! before 
he got through. While we were talking, 
Jonés went to the 
rifle, and when he came out said: “Here, 
om d—d son ofa b—h, I know your business. 
0U want to take me back to Nevada, Hell ! 
When he bad thus deelared 
himself, be at once drew up and fired at 
Armistead. Armistead instantly returned 
the fire, his shot taking effect in Jones’ right 
breast. The fight now began in dead earnest 
and both mea being armed with Heary rifies, 
it was fearful. There was almost a constant 
stream of fire, and it seemed that every shot 
took effect. The men were about thirty steps 
apart, Jones kept giving away,and Armis- 
tead kept following him ap till he fell from 
loss of blood. When Armistead fell, Jones 
rushed upon him, but Armistead raised his 
gan again and fired, shooting Jones through 
the bead and killing him instantly. Thue 
ended the most desperate fight ever witnessed 
in the country. Armistead fired fifteen shots 
hitting bis mark twelve times ; while Jones, 
the convict, fired eleven shots, nine of which 
took effect upon the body of Armistead, and 
either of the wounds inflicted would probably 
bave proved fatal. Armistead lived about 
two hours after the fight, He was the coolest 
maa I ever saw. He said that if he had killed 
Jones he was willing to die. He requested 
me to write of the affair, and bis last words 
were: “Tell her I love ——.’’ When he 
first fell he spoke of ‘‘Aunt Sallie’’ and 
“Charley.” Through the request of a dying 
man, I ask you sat te this,

The French 
Naty has not materially changed during 
the last five years; while, since the great 
war, the Navy of the United States hes not 
been, apparently, an object of ambition to 
American politicians. It -is only aware of 
this contry, and the steady efforts made to 
develope it, that we can realize the almost 
iucredible importance of our own, and of the 
untiring geal and watchfulness Decessary in 
those who are entrusted with its management. 
It is true that our Navy is superior to any 
other navy io the world, so faras comparison 
cua be made at the present time; but it is 
not sufficient that it should be only superior to 
any other navy—it must be superior to any 
combiuvation which is practicable. And even 
in such a comparison, we believe our Navy 
will bold its owa. But to maintain such a 
standard allows of no rest, and of no possibil- 
ity‘of rest, or of hoping to reach any ideal 
state’ of perfection. A constant strain is 
more than ever necessary to keep pace with 
the inventions each year produces, and to 
enable our officers and fleet to cope success- 
fully with foreign fleets,
